To further aggravate the thinking of 
feeders is the fact that the November 
farm prices for moat animals was down 
3.7% from October, but was only 1% 
under 1979. Mid-November beef cattle 
prices leveraged $69.80 per cwl„ i drop 
of $2.20 from the October average for 
the entire month. Calf prices were off 
$1.90 to $72.90 per cwt. Hog prices, at 
$45.30, were down $1.00 from the 
month before. 

The index on prices received for feed 
grains and hay increased 6.6% from Oc¬ 
tober to 282, up 37% from a year 
before. All commodities except hay In¬ 
creased in price. Corn at $3.20 a bushel 
was up 21 cents, and sorghum wasup2fl 
cents to $5.82 per cwt. Barley avenged 
$3.05 per bushel, up 24 cents from last 
month, while oats at $1.80 increased 16 
cents. Hny brought $73.80 per ton, 
down $1 from a month before.
